4.  CAUSES  OF  SICKNESS. 

No  remarks  to  make. 

5.  NURSING  ARRANGEMENTS. 

This  was  the  second  year  of  the  Infant  Welfare  and  Maternity 
Home.  One  Midwife  had  to  leave  on  account  of  ill-health, 
consequently  more  work  has  fallen  upon  Nurse  Moore,  although 
the  newly  formed  Nursing  Division  have  given  her  a certain 

amount  of  help. 
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6.  LABORATORY  WORK. 

The  County  Council  provide  Laboratory  assistance,  full  use  of 
which  has  been  made. 

7.  SANITARY  ADMINISTRATION. 

Mr.  J.  C.  Gordon,  the  Sanitary  Inspector,  reports  that — 

All  the  houses  within  the  Sewerage  area  are  connected  with 
the  Main  Sewers.  Outside  this  area  are  18  houses  with  cesspools. 

House  Refuse  is  collected  and  removed  from  all  houses  at  least 
once  a week. 

Very  few  houses  are  fitted  with  sanitary  dust  bins. 

There  are  25  Registered  Workshops,  which  are  visited 
periodically  ; amongst  them  are  4 Bake  Offices. 

Food  is  inspected  by  the  Inspector  of  the  Police  acting  on 
behalf  of  the  County  Council. 

Slaughter  Houses  Unlicensed,  2 ; Licensed,  1.  These  are  kept 
clean  and  whitewashed  four  times  a year. 

There  are  8 Registered  Cow  Sheds  and  Dairies. 

There  are  4 „ Milk  Shops. 

One  of  these  supplies  Certified  Grade  A Milk,  and  one  of  the 
Cow  Sheds  has  been  rebuilt  to  comply  with  modern  conditions, 

There  is  no  smoke  nuisance. 

8.  PUBLIC  HEALTH  STAFF. 

The  Medical  Officer  of  Health  is  a part-time  officer,  and  the 
Surveyor  and  Sanitary  Officer  is  a whole-time  officer.  Part  of  the 
salaries  of  both  these  officers  is  paid  through  the  County  Council. 
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9.  HOUSING. 

One  new  house  was  completed  and  occupied  during  the  year. 

Twenty-three  houses  were  inspected,  and  in  15  overcrowding 
was  discovered,  and  one  house  was  found  to  be  unfit  for  human 
habitation.
